APPROVED EXCEPT FRENCH. WHO RESERVED AND PUT FOLLOWING 
QUESTION. 

2. FRENCH ARE CONCERNED OVER HIGH ACCURACY OF PLOTTER 
DESCRIBED IN PARA 4 OF THE CASE. THE REPEATABILITY 
TOLERANCE IS TOO HIGH, THEY SAY, AND COULD ENABLE THE 
EQUIPMENT TO BE USED FOR DESIGN OF SPECIAL GARMENTS, 

SUCH AS THOSE USED WITH DIVING EQUIPMENT. THEY ASK 
WHAT ASSURANCES US AUTHORITIES HAVE AGAINST DIVER- 
SION. 

3. IN RESPONSE TO QUERY FROM US DEL, FRENCH CITED 

ML ITEMS 7C AND 17A AS THOSE COVERING SPECIAL GARMENTS 
OF THE TYPE THEY THINK COULD BE DESIGNED WITH USE OF 
THIS EQUIPMENT. 

4. ADDITIONALLY, THEY EXPRESSED VIEW THAT COMPUTER 
SAFEGUARDS IN PARA 7 COULD NOT PREVENT THE FEARED 
DIVERSION OF THE PLOTTER.
